The agent reviewing previous investigative reports which are to 
be incorporated into the instant summary report woulcl check the 
appropriate paragraphs -which he intended to use in the summary 
report. These could later be clipped and stapled to separate 
sheets of paper. These sheets in turn would be arranged chrono- 
logically according to the sources under the appropriate summary 
report captions. In addition, information concerning the T number 
to be assigned to the informant, the identity of the informant, 
agent receiving the information, date received, location of original 
serial, and other helpful information might be added to the margin 
to assist in preparing the Administrative Page. It is felt that

Efforts have been made to obtain Anonymous Source 
material on seven different occasions since October 15> 
1957, but in only two instances were these attempts - 
successful, being on November 19th and December 10th, 
1957, both being on the residence of MARTIN CHANCEY. 

The information obtained on December 10th is not yet 
available, and the results of the information obtained 
on November 19th has not yet been completely analyzed. 
However, two membership record sheets were obtained on 
November 19th, setting forth the age, sex, race, years 
in the Communist Party, etc., for the Cincinnati section 
and for a section designated only as f N', believed to be 
the Norwalk, Ohio, registration. The information pertain- 
ing to Cincinnati has been forwarded to that office. 
Listed for f N ! , were six persons, four of whom have to 
date been tentatively identified. Steps are being taken 
to identify the other two.
